Meanwhile he telegraphed 
to the owners requesting leave to discharge 
the Chineso and engage caother crew, stat- 
ing that it wes dangerous to continue the

‘An investigation showed that the prisoner 
fad nothing whatever, to do with tho 
Black Hatid” organisation. .
